Death Under Timbers 


Henry Hennemann, a hero who gave his 
life to save a man who was a stranger to 
him, died at St. Elizabeth's Hospital, Belle- 
ville, at 4 o'clock this morning. Hennemenn 
was 24 years of age and married. His walks 
and works were humble. His opportunity 
to prove his heroism came in a place and 4 
manner in keeping with his simple life. 
Two weeks ago he was working in 
Muren’s coal mine, one mile north of Belle- 
ville. He heard a cry for help, and he ran 
through one of the long tunnels and found 
Joseph Waekland pinned down by a great 
mass of coal that had fallen from a caving 
wall. 

Hennemann knew nothing of Wackland, 
but that matters not to men of his Stuff. 
He thrust his shoulder under the fallen 
mass, and raised it while Waekman dragged 
himself out. 

Now, you get out of the way as quick 
as you can.” 

“But you'll get caught yourself.“ 

No, I can jump out of the way.” 

But he could not jump out of the way. 
He tried, but the caving wall pinned him

The doctors said he could not live. 

Iienneman had a young wife. She came 
to him. He had parents and six sisters 
and five brothers at New Baden. These 
came to him. He loved them all, and he 
kissed them good-by. 

Waekmann came, and there were tears 
in his eyes as he gripped Hennemann's 
hand. 

This morning, with his weeping wife by 
his side, his brave heart ceased beating, 
and his sacrifice was complete. Men had 
been heroes in greater exigencies of life, 
but none had been more truly heroes in 
death. 
Hennemann will be buried at Walnut Hill 
Cemetery, near Belleville, Wednesday 
morning, the funeral taking place from St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital. It will be in charge 
of the Belleville union of Mine Workers 
of America.

Decision Tuesday of Supreme Court 
Reverses Convictions of T. Ed Al- 
bright, Jerre J. Harrigan and John 
A. Sheridan and Orders New Trials 


COURT’S ACTION BASED 
ON DEFECTIVE INFORMATION 


Contention That Suburban Railroad in 
Seeking Franchise Did Not Have 
Petition Signed by Majority of the 
Property Owners Held to Be Good. 


That Charles Kratz, whose presence in 
Missouri to answer charges of bribery in 
the Suburban franchise deal was secured 
only after international negotiations lead- 
ing to his extradition from Mexico, may go 
free through the Supereme Court's latest 
boodle decision, is feared by Circuit At- 
torney Folk. 
The Supreme Court Tuesday morning, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Jefferson City, 
reversed the convictions of T. Ed Albright, 
Jerre J. Hannigan and John A. Sheridan 
and remanded their cases for new trials, 
„The reason stated for the decision was 
that the information which took the place 
of indictments in the three cases were de- 
fective. 
A contention of the attorneys for the 
three men was that the informations were 
defective because the Suburban railroad, 
in seeking a franchise, did not have a peti- 
tion signed by a majority of property own- 
ers on the streets to be traversed, as re- 
quired by law. 
This point has been regarded by lawyers 
as closely parallel to the one on which 
Edward Butler was freed by the Supreme 
Court after his conviction for attempted 
bribery. The court held that Butler's act 
in attempting to bribe a member of the 
board of health in relation to a garbage 
reduction contract was not a violation. of 
the law, because the board of health did 
not have the legal right to let the contract, 
although it did so in the case in question, 
If the point relating to the Suburban peti- 
tion is the one on which the three cases 
were reversed Tuesday morning, Mr. Folk 
anticipates the discharge of Kratz at his 
coming trial in Butler, Mo., as it would be 
useless to send a conviction in his cage 
to the higher court in the face of certain

NDPW YORK, May 31.—In writing to the 
New York World from Buffalo, Herbert P.

“It is just such declarations as those 
contained in the letter to ex-Secretary 
Root that force thinking men to the con- 
viction that President Roosevelt is a very 
ungafe man to hold the helm of state. 
There is no precedent or constitutionul au- 
thority for the United States assuming the 
position of moral censor oyer the govern- 
ments of South America or other countries. 
As a people we sympathize with the strug- 
gies of the people of other nations. for lib- 
erty and good government, and we should 
maintain the,Monroe Doctrine, which, of 
course, is not at all in harmony with the 
declaration of the President. 


The best maxim for us to follow is to 
mind our own business, see that our own 
country is governed well-and economically, 
and not develop a jingo policy, which will 

waste our people's money. The last year 
of Mr. Cleveland's administration, a little 
over $56,000,000 was expended upon the 
army and navy. During Roosevelt's oo 
year the army and navy. cost over $168,000 


“Let us endeavor by peaceful methods to 
secure good, conservative, sensible and 
economical methods of government in the 
nation, in the several states and in our 
important municipalities. If we will de- 
vote our time carefully to our own affairs 
on these lines, we will have no time for 
intervention in the affairs of other nations, 
nor will we be called upon to intervene in 
their affairs because of any happenings 
in those nations that may not agree with 
our views. 

“This declaration of the President shows 
that he is only waiting for re-election to 
demonstrate what a great genius he is, 
and precipitate us into a war of some kind 
or other, for his policy would keep the 
sword of war suspended not only over the 
frequently troubled South American coun- 
tries, but also over ourselves.’

Clifford introduced the shirt- 
waist for men to wondering and admiring 
fellow St. Louislans five summers ago, 
when he was at the height of his sartorial 
glory. He took Olive street by surprise 
as he promenaded one hot summer day in 
1899 without coat or suspenders to hide or 
mar the beauties of his ruffied shirt of 
white. It was a beautiful shirt, with dainty 
flounces and gold buttons, wide cuffs and 
a general look of cool comfort. He smiled 
ferenely at the sensation he created, and 
told his friends of his determination to 
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make the shirtwaist for men a national! fa- 
vorite.

BOY THOUGHT LOST IS FOUND 


Leaves East With $108 and Compan-

He 
went there. but was not permitted to see 
the body, and when the official ved tape 
involving the removal of the body to a 
burial place had been unwound, he still had 
not viewed the remains of what he believed 
was his dead wife.

Around the Late Home of the Dead: 
Pennsylvania Republican Leader. 


dence, the Body Was Removed to 
Church, Where it Lay in State 
Three Hours. 


BEAVER, Fa., May 31.—For two hours 
today during the funeral services over the 
remains of Senator Matthew Stanley Quay, 
business, it was announced, would be sus- 
pended through the entire Beaver villey. 

Arrangements were made that not a 
wheel should revolve in any of the nu- 
merous mills and workshops in the cowns 
of Beaver, Rochester, New Brighton, Den- 
ver Falls and nearly a dosen other places 
for miles around, 

In this place, Senator Quay’s old home, 
the streets. were thronged with crowds 
from the surrounding towns, anxious to 
pay the last tribute to the dead states- 
man. 

During the earlier hours the residence 
of the late senator was closed to the outcr 
world and those who were closest to bim 
in life spent the last hours with the dead 
free from intrusion, 

A private service was held at the house 
and under a guard of honor from the 
Beaver G. A. R. post the remains were 
removed to the First Presbyterian Church, 
where, for three hours, the public was 
given an opportunity to look for the lust 
time upon the face of the dead senator. 

leave taking in the home was silent 
and sad. There were brief services by the 
Rev. J. R. Ramsey, D. D., pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, consisting of a 
prayer and a few brief words of consola- 
tion to the family. Only the family went 
up to the little bedroom above the sena- 
tor's beloved library and took a last look 
at their dead. Mrs. Quay broke down again 
her husband's 
bedside on Saturday afternoon when the 
physicians told her he was dead.

His Estate Is 
Valued at $800,000. 


Senator Quay s estate, according to Will- 
iam Montgomery, amounts to about $800,000. 
His life was not insured. He made his 
will last Friday. 

Understanding that his material welfare 
rested often on an unsafe foundation, de- 
pending. upon desperate guts, etc., in 
which it was often necessary for him to 
risk all he had, Senator Quay years ago 
established a trust fund for the benefit of 
his wife and children. This fund was in- 
vested in dividend-paying securities, 
had as its trustees the Union Trust Oo 
Pittsburg and R. Quay, his son. It was 
stipulated in the trust agreement that noth- 
ing but the interest on these funds should 
be used by Senator Quay during his life- 
time, and that at his death the pri 
would go to his heirs. Oftentimes K was 
necessary for Quay to have money, but. this 
alone of all his resources was inviolate. It
